ARE TO BE ADDED 


New Lights Will be Placed in Busi- 


ness Section and Old Ones Will 


Be Transferred. 


Mr H. M. Lucas, constructing en- 


gineer for the Westingouse companj, 
arrived in the city Friday evening, 
and on Saturday morning began in- 
stalling the additional 
transformers 


in the city electric light plant which 
will be required for the several new 
electric lights which are to be set In 
all, there will be 50 lights added to 
the present system. 


The lights now in use in the busi- 


ness section will be transferred to 
othei parts of city, where lights are 
now needed, and the new ones will 
be placed about the square and prin- 
cipal down-town streets. The new 
lights are known as the inetalic flame 
burners 
They differ from 
the old 


ones in that a metalic composition is 
used with the carbon sticks, instead 
of the pure carbon alone, which has 
been used in 
the o'.<j system. 
The 


carbon sticks burn on an average of 
100 hours without being replaced, 
while the new lights will burn the 
composition sticks for an average of 
250 hours. This will mean a great 
saving to the city because of the fact 
that Jt consumed 
all of one man's 


time to attend to the regular system. 


Th^re are at present seven circuits 


in the city, with 50 lights on each cir- 
cuit 
In this way it takes the light 


tender a whole daj on each circuit, 
consuming just a week to tend the 
lights all over the city. The new cir- 
cuit of lights ^513 give the tender an 
additional week ia 
which 
to take 


care of other work, such as repairing 
lines, and 3»ok:np after the various 
systems m general. 


It is beMeved that the new circuit 


will he completed within a week.
